“The law of truth was in his mouth and iniquity was not found in his mouth.” ma. 2:6. 
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BISHOP JOHN SETH BAILEY 
was born in Daphney, Alabama. 
He heard the _ gospel of 
sanctification and baptisms of 
the Holy Ghost preached by the 
late Elder Monroe Jones, of 
Mobile, Alabama, in 1918. He 
gave his heart to God and was 
saved from his sins with a real 
knowledge of God in his life. On 
June 3, 1918, he was married to 
Miss Anna J. Thomas. 


His pastor admired his fervency 
of spirit and faithfulness and 
appointed him Sunday school 
teacher; later, Deacon of the 
Church. His name is engraved in 
stone and will be there as long as 
his home church stands in 
Mobile, Alabama. 


In 1918, he was inducted into 
the U.S. Army, AMERICAN 
EXPEDITION FORCE. The 
Lord blessed him there; seeing 
many of his comrades go down, 
he continued to trust God and 
he brought him out safe. He was 
discharged in 1919, with a 
greater determination to give his 
life to the Lord. 


He and his late wife, Anna J., 
came to the city of Detroit, 
State of Michigan, in 1924. He 
found the saints and connected 
with Saints Home Church of 
God in Christ, Elder J. P. Payne, 
Pastor. Again, he was recognized 
for his faithfulness, spirituality 
and fervency of spirit. He finally

Day” when Mother Freddie J.

gave up to God’s will and was 
ordained to the ministry in 
1926. He followed God 
wholeheartedly feeling 
inadequate for such a great task. 
For this cause God highly 
anointed him with the ministry 
of reconciliation and he 
increased in favor with God and 
man. 


Led by God, he and his late wife 
came to the west side of the city 
and started a tent service on July 
4, 1926. God sent the people. 
Many were healed and saved, 
adding to the church. He is the 
pioneer of the Church of God in 
Christ on the west side. Many 
trials and tribulations befell him 
but he continued to _ press 


forward. 


In 1928, he built his first church 
52’x30’. The depression came, 
but God provided for his own. 
He and his wife worked with 
their hands to help carry on the 
work of the Lord. For months 
he did not cash his work pay 
check, but used it to further the 
work of the Lord. 


In 1932, his wife, who had been 
so faithful and worked 
untiringly, was called home to 
be with the Lord. Heart broken, 
he journeyed on alone, declaring 
he was happy with Jesus alone. 


In 1934, God gave him another 
faithful wife. He was married to 


Mother Annie Lee Pennington, 
at the time State Supervisor of 
Maryland and National Secretary 
of the Women’s Department of 
the Church of God in Christ, 
(The Lord then elevated her and 
until recently, she had been the 
National and _ International 
Supervisor of the Women’s 
Department of the Church of 
God in Christ). She started the 
birds singing again in his life; She 
served as a great inspiration and 
caused him to reach for the 
greater things of God. 


In 19384, he was appointed 
District Superintendent of the 
No. 1 District by Overseer I. W. 
Winas. He served faithfully. In 
1945, because of the growth of 
his congregation, he remodeled 
and enlarged the church building 
to 95’x380’. God marvelously 
blessed him in a great revival. 
Many souls were added to the 
Church. He was a father to his 
people and a great organizer. He 
filled the church with God’s 
activity. There were thirty or 
more auxiliaries actively carrying 
on under his leadership. 


He was appointed Overseer of 
the State of Southwestern 
Michigan in 1946. Again, God 
proved Himself through this man 
of God, giving him favor and 
love and he was highly esteemed 
by all. The State has grown from 
thirty-four churches to one

The day came October 27, 1984, 
at the ten o’clock a.m. hour. 
Mason Temple provided the 
spiritual atmosphere suited for 
the explosive prayer meeting, 
which attracted more than 1,000 
saints. As they entered, they 
were pinned with red and white 
ribbons as long as they lasted; 
only one thousand ribbons were 
prepared. The remainder of the 
attendants were given red and 
white strippings. The red was 
symbolic of the blood through 
which the church overcomes. 
White represented surrender to 
God. “When an army surrenders, 
the soldiers wave a white flag of 
surrender,” later elaborated 
Mother Bell. ‘And we were 
surrendering ourselves to the 
Lord.” 


By 10:05 am., the main 
platform in the temple was filled 
to capacity. It was also greatly 
electrified by a dynamic wave of 
Holy Ghost power. The overflow 


crowd proceeded to pour into 
the pitted sections surrounding 
the pulpit. They wept and praise 
the Lord as they joined the 
enthusiastic gathering already 
assembled in the temple. 


The general theme for the day 
was taken from the book of II 
Chronicles 7:14: “If my people 
which are called by my name, 
shall humble themselves, and 
pray, and seek my face, and turn 
from their wicked ways; then 
will I hear from Heaven, and 
forgive their sin, and will heal 
their land.” 


Mother Bell stated that the 
approximate hour-long service 
was called by the Holy Ghost 
through her. ‘“‘The answer to our 
problems is often so simple -- 
and that is prayer,’ she said 
afterwards. ‘‘The church has 
been brought out so many times 
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hundred and fifty-five churches 
and missions. He went to 
Muskegon, Michigan to a 
discouraged people who had 
labored for years and 
accomplished little. He built a 
congregation, inspired and 
encouraged the people and built 
them a lovely church 40’x60’, 
with a full basement. And in 
1951, God again made room for 
this courageous leader. 


Bishop C. H. Mason, our Senior 
Bishop, began to lose his health 
and felt the need for others to 
help him. He made choice of 
three overseers, Bishop Bailey 
being one of the three. Bishop 
was ordained to the office of 
Bishop by Bishop Mason and 
given papers of authority to act 
in Bishop Mason’s stead. Truly 
this was a signal honor. 


In 19538, because of certain 
circumstances, he was forced to 
take over the pastorate of the 
Livingston Street Church of God 
in Christ, known as the mother 
church in this city. He 
encouraged this discouraged 
group and in 1954, began to 
rebuild a church that had been 
started in 1925. The Lord 
blessed him to build a very 
lovely church which was 
completed in 1955, at an 
approximate cost of 
forty-thousand dollars, and 
completely paid for in 1960. 
Shortly thereafter the City

Urban renewal project took over 
that territory and offered 
twenty-two thousand dollars for 
the building. Bishop Bailey did 
not accept this offer and instead 
chose to take the case to court 
because he felt that it was worth 
much more. After the 
proceedings, he was awarded 
fifty thousand dollars. Truly, the 
Lord was on his side. 


He was blessed to purchase a 
lovely temple, located on 
Dundee and Boston Boulevard, 
in 1961, at a cost of seventy-five 
thousand dollars. This edifice, 
named in his honor, is known as 
the Seth Temple Church of God 
in Christ. Today, they have paid

LAXNESS IN THE CHURCH

“Who is left among you that saw 
this house in her first glory? and 
how do you see it now?” 
(Haggai 2:3a). This was asked by 
the prophet Haggai to the older 
Israelites who had returned to 
Jerusalem to rebuild Solomon’s 
temple, yet the same question 
could be posed to the church 
today. 


I have often heard older saints 
say that the church isn’t what it 
used to be. They comment that 
the church has become too lax 
in the enforcing of parts of the 
doctrine. They use II Timothy 
4:3-4 to show how some have 
fallen into error because they 
refused to accept the doctrine 
without it being compromised to 
fit their lustful hearts. They 
further explain how some go 
from church to church until 
they find a pastor who will allow 
them to dress as they choose, 
say what they please, and run 
the church like they want. These 
laxing saints forget that they will 
be judged by how they obeyed 
the Word. Therefore it is useless 
to follow someone who strays 
away from its laws. Nevertheless 
some do, thereby bringing upon 
themselves the same punishment 
as the church at Ephesus (Rev. 
2:1-4), because they to have 
“left their first love.” 


The Ephesians were persistent in 
service, but still slack in their 
deep communication with God. 
Yes, they were able to figure out 
that some leaders were teaching 
wrong, however they failed to 
possess the brotherly love God 
requires. But we can’t deny that 
they had a certain amount of 
wisdom just as these lenient 
saints of today do. Yet and still 
God had, “somewhat against 
them,” just as He has against 
these of today. 


I believe it is through this 
laxness that the Devil will 
devour the church. He will cause 
so much suffering (through our 
own laxness) that only the very 
elect shall escape. One could ask, 
“Why the church has become 
laxed?”’ 


A proper answer can be found in 
Isaiah 9:16,: ‘‘For the leaders of 
this people cause them to err; 
and they that are led of them are 
destroyed.”” Many preachers 
have stopped teaching true 
holiness, not because it’s wrong, 
but because they figure that a 
full church is better than being 
strict with the people. Some 
figure that taking down on little 
things won’t hurt, but a little 
leaven leaveneth the whole 
lump, and wrong is wrong no 
matter how small. Some feel 
that the doctrine is too strict, 
therefore giving room to laxness. 
However, I believe that it is the 
devil who is producing this idea 
of “Strictness.” He plays on the 
lustful flesh of these leaders 
causing them to think that the 
doctrine should be changed. This 
is in accordance with I Timothy 
4:1, which says that some would 
leave the faith due to seducing 
spirits and doctrines of devils. So 
little by little the devil is setting 
up his kingdom, not only using 
the world, but leaders of the 
church as well. 


Another way he draws the 
attention of the saints, thereby 
preparing his way, is through the 
churches’ search for better 
finances. Have you ever gone to 
a church which seems to be well 
structured: the ushers are 
uniformed, the choir robed, the 
program set, and the offering 


taken at straight-up noon? 
Seems like in all their 
programming they have 


programed out the Spirit of 
God. They go through the 
motions, even may shout, yet 
you feel that something is 
missing. Well my prayer is that it 
wasn’t Church of God in Christ, 
but we know that the Bible must 
be fulfilled. Nevertheless this is 
due to the worldly identification 
some churches have taken on, 
trying to attract a more 
sophisticated congregation 
which will help them buy the 
pastor that new, gold plated, 
diamond studded television set, 
and of course maintain the 
expenses of the church. 


Let’s be careful of the changes 
we make in our churches. We

Bishop John Seth Bailey was 
born on June 9, 1896. Bishop 
Bailey was one of the most 
unique men that anyone would 
ever come in contact with. He 
was the type of leader who loved 
to be around people and he 
remained so they could come 
and shake his hand. I recall as he 
became somewhat ill how we 
would have to ask the saints not 
to come up and shake his hand 
so much because he would tire 
easy. He didn’t like that, he 
would often scold us for telling 
the people not to come up to 
him. 


I feel that I am one of the most 
fortunate ministers around. I 
consider myself a son of Bishop 
Bailey. There isn’t another 
person who can claim what I 
can. | was born and reared under 
his leadership. I was taught to 
respect him and that I did. 
Bishop Bailey christened me as a 
baby, baptized me as a tot, 
licensed me to preach as a 
teenager and ordained me to the 
ministry at twenty years of age. 
There isn’t another preacher 
who can say that and I take 
pride in it. 


Bishop Bailey has left an imprint 
in many of our hearts and there 
he will always live. It will be 
difficult to forget; If he loved 
you, he would do everything he 
possibly could to help you. It 
will be difficult to forget how he 
showed signs of his appreciation 
and how he demonstrated his 
ability to discipline. Bishop 
Bailey was a “GIANT” and he 
knew how to be one. I recall 
some of the precious memories 
of this great man: 


Bishop Bailey told how he got 
saved. He said he was a member 
of the baptist church and a 
staunch baptist, at that. He was 
told to stay away from those 
sanctified people and what ever 
you do don’t let them put that 
oil on you. Out of curiosity he 
went to a sanctified church one 
night and the preacher preached 
from James 1:8, ‘‘A 
double-minded man is unstable 
in all his ways.” They got him on 
the altar and began to tarry with 
him. He said to himself ‘‘If I ever 
get away from here tonight, I’ll 
never come back”’. He left, anda 
month later he found himself 
right back there and accepted 
the Lord as his Saviour. He 


would tell us how he knew he 
was saved. He was working on a 
boat with a wrench in his hand 
and the wrench slipped and hit 
him. When this would usually 
happen he would curse but this 
time he said ‘“‘Bless the Lord” 
after realizing what he said he 
acknowledged the Lord had 
saved him. 


Bishop would tell of how he 
came to Detroit in 1924, from 
Mobile, Alabama. I recall how he 
thought the snow on the ground 
was white sand. He would often 
laugh at how little he knew. He 
told of how the Lord led him to 
walk east on MacArthur Place 
and then south on McKinley toa 
vacant lot full of weeds. God led 
him to start a work there but he 
was not willing, he told us how 
the Lord told him if he didn’t 
someone else would. So he cut 
the weeds down, put up a tent, 
and he had service on the 4th of 
July, 1926. 


Bishop Bailey was a blessed man. 
God blessed his ministry and he 
went from a tent to a storefront, 
to his first church. In 1932, he 
lost his wife, Anna J., I recall 
hearing him say how heart 
broken he was, but continued 
for two years after, saying he 
was happy with Jesus alone. In 
1934, he married Mother Annie 
Lee Pennington, and she was a 
great woman. She was a great 
inspiration to Bishop and a great 
asset to his ministry. 


Bishop Bailey loved Mother 
Bailey and so did we. She was a 
true saint of God. Mother Bailey 
who I called Nanna, was one of 
the most wisest women that ever 
lived. When it came to class she 
was dripping with it. And she 
often served as a ‘“‘mediator’’ for 
us to Bishop. In 1934, Bishop 
Bailey was made a _ District 
Superintendent. In 1945, he 
built his second church. In 1946, 
he was appointed Overseer of 
Southwestern Michigan. The 
state grew from 34 churches to 
over 150. Bishop Bailey helped 
many churches and [ shall not 
attempt to go into a biographical 
sketch, one is being provided in 
this issue. 


I will never forget how once I 
gave a tribute to Bishop Bailey 
and talked about his various 
contributions and liken him to 
the Good Samaritan. Bishop 


J. S. BAILEY, C. E. BENNETT, 


Bailey was deeply moved and I 
meant every word of it. He often 
sought to help people. Brought 
groceries for the needy, helped 
people out of trouble with the 
law and many many other 
things. He did great things for 
the church-at-large. 


Bishop Bailey was a leader we 
really cherished. I recall being in 
the basement of the church with 
other young people and seeing 
the tail lights of Bishop’s car 
backing into the driveway. We 
would literally run upstairs so 
Bishop wouldn’t catch us out of 
service. Yes, we respected him. 


PREACHING BISHOP 
One Saturday during Junior 
choir rehearsal Bishop and 
Mother Bailey came to the 
church and we all wondered 
what they were doing there. 
Bishop said ‘‘we just came to see 
how you all were doing’. 
Mother Bailey said “‘you all are 
my children and I want you to 
be encouraged”, and make no 
mistake we were on 
*‘cloud-nine’” simply because 
Bishop and Mother Bailey came 
to our rehearsal. Now, maybe 
that means nothing to you but it 
meant a “heap” to us, just ask 
one of those young people. 


When we were very young 
between services on Sunday a lot 
of the children would go 
downstairs and play church in 
the back room. We _ weren’t 
aware of Bishop and Mother’s 
knowledge of it, but we really 
had some good times. I would 
preach, others would sing, 
testify and we all would shout. I

CLERGY ASSASSINATED 


Poland. The Rev. Jerzy 
Popieluszko, 37, of Poland was 
found dead in a large lake. He 
was kidnapped by three officers 
of the National Interior 
Ministry. His abduction and 
murder has sparked controversy 
the world over. Lech Walesa, the 
head of Solidarity, urged his 
supporters not to be provoked 
into bloody revolution. Thus far, 
Poland has been quiet. 


The Rev. Popieluszko was noted 
as a pro-Solidarity priest. His 
gospel preaching was often 
centered upon the political 
struggle within the country. He 
proved to be a source of 
irritation to the government. 
Communism has caused much 
suffering in Poland, and the 
government is extremely 


sensitive. His message 
encouraged peaceful protest and 
popular resistance in the 
working classes. He used the 
gospel to inform the poor, 
forgotten and locked out masses 
to stand up for human rights. 
The pulpit was his battle station 
for social action. The common 
people loved him as a 
compassionate and excellent 
clergyman. Popieluszko was 
possible too effective! 


Death is a high price to pay for 
preaching the gospel. Christ’s 
call upon clergy is to die if 
necessary. One never knows 
when conditions are so that even 
a sanctified minister may fall as 
a victim for the gospel’s sake. 
Let us all pray for the peace of 
the world! 


OPEC SEEK CUTBACK 


The most significant oil 
ministers of OPEC, the 
Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries, met in 
Geneva, Switzerland. What they 
decided in Switzerland could 
possibly affect the price of 
heating oil this winter. The main 
effect could be a higher fuel bill 
this winter. Given the state of 
our economy, higher prices 
could signal more difficulty to 
churches in the long run. 


It was recommended that the 13 
member group cut oil 
production to increase declining 
prices. This should create a 
decrease in production by the 
colder winter months. The price 
of oil will be increased as 
dictated by the law of supply 
and demand. The harder oil is to 
purchase, the more fuel oil will 
cost. If OPEC has its way, the 
winter will be cold, long and 
bitter, especially in the 
northeastern United States. Of 
course, oil prices will be 
reflected by the harshness of the 
winter. 


The recommendation came as a 
result of Nigeria’s cut in it’s oil 


prices. Nigeria followed Norway, 
Great Britain and Canada, all 
non-OPEC nations which cut 
prices to gain a greater share of 
the market. These nations 
refused to yield to OPEC 
pressure to change. Being the 
first OPEC nation to cut prices, 
Nigeria was under great pressure 
but this proud African nation is 
financially wrecked. Nigeria 
informed the Arab members of 
OPEC, that it would not 
negotiate. Nigeria refused to cut 
it’s prices or production. 


Oil analysts were skeptical about 
the ability of OPEC to lessen the 
over-supply of oil. Still the 
possibility is there. Many people 
yet remember the long oil and 
gas lines of a few years ago. Even 
more vivid is the cold church 
building some of the saints met 
in during the colder days of that 
period. 


As November turns_ into 
December and the new year 
comes, we saints should pray 
that God bless the nations to 
find an adequate solution to 
their problems. Winter is 
coming!

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PEACE BE STILL

Some things are difficult for 
people to do. It has been 
impressed upon me to write and 
give witness to the power of 
God. I must confess and repent 
for my procrastination about 
writing but it is difficult for me. 


A great tragedy occured in 
Bellport, New York a_ few 
months ago. The event was so 
devastating I shall long 
remember it. I am writing this to 
testify of God’s power in my 
life. I can say that prayer 
changes things! 


Concerning the tragedy that 
took in our community, it left 
people dead, homes destroyed 
and others in great fear. People 
were literally running and 
screaming through the streets. 
None knew exactly what had 
taken place, only the sound of 
blast and real panic were evident 
to witnesses. I was in my home 
alone when it happened. A very 
loud noise (boom) shook my 
house. It seemed to split from 
top to bottom. I heard glass 
breaking everywhere. I saw the 
flower pot on my windowsill fall 
to the floor. Suddenly, another 
boom and another followed 
that. The walls and _ ceiling 
seemed to be coming down upon 


me. I felt that any second, not 
knowing what was actually 
happening that a bomb was 
destroying me. What rushed 
through my mind was the 
Russians were attacking. I could 
hear the sound of aircraft over 
head and such fear gripped my 
heart. It was fear I have never 
known. 


I read about earthquakes and 
disasters of other types but 
never had I been involved in 
such. Later, I found the aircraft 
sound was that of a helicopter 
carrying the owner of the Grucci 
Fireworks Plant. The plant had 
blown up and had gotten out of 
human control. The fireworks 
plant was exploding as the news 
confirmed later. 


I thought at the time of the 
blast, “it is time to pray!” I 
knew that prayer could protect 
the community and stop the 
blast. I stood there in my 
bedroom looking at the ceiling 
and praying, “Lord, I don’t 
know what is happening but you 
know! In the name of Jesus 
please stop it. Don’t let another 
blast come!” [I stood there 
holding my big Bible in my 
arms. There came such a sudden 
calmness. It reminded me of the 
Bible scripture where Jesus said, 


“Peace be still.” Immediately, 
the blasting stopped and there 
was not another. 


Finally, a report came over the 
radio. For some unknown reason 
explosives got out of control and 
two of the three buildings 
making up the plant were blown 
up. The building was expected 
to have been blown. 
Consequently, all the people in 
the area were evacuated. Later 
two employees of the factory 
were found dead on the grounds. 
The authorities expected the 
third building to blow, but it 
never did. It never blew up. 
Immediately after my prayer the 
blasting stopped. Praise God! I 
didn’t have to leave my home. It 
was reported the third building 
did not blow. The authorities 
stated they could not explain 
why not. I know why the 
building did not blow and more 
lives and destruction did not 
happen. Jesus answered my 
prayer. Prayer changes things. 


May this testimony of prayer 
and faith be a source of 
encouragement to somebody 
facing a difficult problem. 


RARE DISEASE HEALED

For at least two families in the 
Chicago area, Thanksgiving has 
come early this year. One 
recovering from the effects, of 
Steven Johnson’s Syndrome and 
the other from one of five 
successive heart attacks, both 
the Hearns and _ Robinson 
families want the public to know 
that ‘‘God does answer prayer” 
and that there yet remain 
individuals who are concerned 
about the welfare of their fellow 
human beings. 


Seven year-old Legenia Hearns 
contracted Steven Johnson’s 
Syndrome early last month, a 
rare disease which weakens the 
immune system, causing the skin 
to peel and the body to break 
out in boils, and has recently 


been released from Cook County 
Hospital. Staff physician David 
Freeman says that in 60% of the 
cases, the disease is preceded by 
the herpes virus. However, in 
Legenia’s case, no apparent 
cause for the disease was found. 


Legenia taken to Cook County 
after complaining of headaches 
and a slight fever followed by a 
“sore above her lip’’ was in the 
hospital for a three-week period 
during which time she was 
transferred from the general 
hospital ward to the intensive 
care and burn units. Within this 
three-week period, the young 
girl’s skin peeled completely, 
leaving her with an enitrely new 
layer of skin upon her release. 


There were times during her stay 
that she was totally unconscious, 


and due to the severity of her 
case, which not only effected 
her externally, but internally as 
well, it was necessary to feed her 
intravenously and to isolate her 
in a sterile environment because 


of the “very high risk of 


infection.” 


Hospital physicians were also 
concerned that the maturation 
of the disease in the girls’s case 
would lead to blindness; the 
sores which covered every part 
of her body formed sties that 
made it difficult for her to keep 
her eyelids open. She was 
therefore visited by an 
ophthamologist each day during 
her stay. 


Because Legenia’s condition was

She met the late Bishop George 
McGlothen and they were 
married in August, 1923, in 
Joplin, Missouri, by the late 
Bishop C. Range. 


Eld. McGlothen (Bishop) first 
pastored in Hugo, Oklahoma for 
three years. They later 
journeyed to Idabelle, Oklahoma 
and preached out the first 
holiness church on a porch. ““We 
slept in an old Essex car at night 
and picked cotton in the day 
and built a church”, said Mother 
McGLothen. 


As Mother continued on she 
spoke of the church her husband 
pastored on 17th Street in Des 
Moines, Iowa. When asked to 
give a word of advice to the 
young minister’s wife...“Give 
God your best--your husband, 
home and children the rest.’’ She 
helped her husband by faithfully 
working by his side. Mother used 
to sing. Her favorite song was “I 
am Glad He Followed Me.” 


Mother McGlothen and_ her 
husband came to California by 
train in 1934, with the intention 
of taking a vacation. The late 
Bishop E. R. Driver invited them 
to move to California. They 


lived in Fresno, Los Angeles, 
Oakland then to Richmond 
where she has resided for more 
than fifty years. Mother is a 
member of McGlothen Temple 
COGIC (named after her late 
husband) in Richmond where 
the Supt. Clarence Davis now 
serves as pastor. 


The late Mother Emma Benson, 
Supervisor of Nebraska highly 
recommended Mother 
McGlothen to Bishop Crouch. 
She was appointed supervisor of 
Northern California shortly after 
moving to California. 


Dr. McGlothen worked 
untiringly with the National 
Hospitality Board. Many have 
spoke of the long hours she 
would stand on her feet, making 
sure God’s people would be 
served. 


Mother is the third president of 
the International Women’s 
Convention. Her leadership has 
propelled these conventions so, 
that over 12,000 people traveled 
to Atlanta, Georgia this past 
May to enjoy services held daily 
at the Atlanta Civic Center. 


Our beloved leader has served 
this church faithfully for many, 
many years. She is indeed an 
extraordinary woman. The 
leader for this hour... 


“Give her of the fruit of her 
hands; And let her own works 
praise her in the gates...”

The devil may not speak to you 
that plainly, but he is working 
on you’ in your disappointment! 
Since he does not want you to 
be blessed, he distracts your 
attention from God’s plan and 
His love with “if only.’’ Too 
many of us say, “I would be 
happy if only I had a better job. 
I would be content if only I had 
a house. I would praise the Lord 
if only He would heal me. I 
would be satisfied if only I were 
married. I would be happy in my 
ministry if only people would 
cooperate with me. I would be 
content in the church if only I 
had a certain position. I would 
rejoice if only I could see what 
the Lord is doing to bless me.” 


You will never be happy if you 
are waiting for a trouble-free 
life! And if you place your hope 
in people--your family, your 
friends, your church, your boss, 
even yourself--you will 
inevitably be disappointed. That 
disappointment can easily lead 
to frustration and fear. It causes 
saints to lift up holy hands with 
both wrath and doubting, feeling 
angry that the Lord has not yet 
moved and wondering if He ever 
will. Disappointment will make 
it hard for you to trust God, 
hard for you to obey Him and 
hard for you to hear what He is 
saying to comfort and encourage 
and direct you. 


If you want to be a victorious 
Christian, this is what you must 
learn: Only one thing really 
matters, and that is your 
relationship with God. We care 
about many things, but only one 
thing matters; only one thing has 
eternal significance. Is your soul 
right with your Savior? Is there 
no condemnation in your life? 
Are you still truly sanctified? 
These are the important things! 
If you are in God’s will, He will 
make everything all right in His 
time and in His way. 


Don’t allow anything to come 
between you and God! No 
disappointment is great enough 
to make you turn your back on 
the God who loves and heals 
you; nothing should make you 
close your eyes to His beauty 
and His grace. 


The gospel song says, “Life now 
is sweet and my joy is complete 
for I’m saved, saved, saved.’ No 
matter how difficult this year 
has’ been or ‘whiat 
disappointments have come your 
way, let your joy be complete 
for just one reason: because 
you’re saved. Realize that your 
life is sweet, regardless of what 
you have or don’t have, just 
because you’re saved.

far worse than that of the 
majority of patients who 
contract the disease, she 
experienced excruciating pain 
from large blisters in the palms 
of her hands that prevented her 
from closing them.

Augustus Lee Mattox was bom 
October 20, 1911 in Fermanina 
Beach, Florida to Geneva and 
Alex Mattox, the oldest of six 
children, all preceded him in 
death, but one brother,

He grew up and graduated from 
high school in Brunswick, 
Georgia and went to Moody

The Lord has 
marvelously blessed this man 
servant and the people under his 
leadership. Bishop Bailey has 
helped many struggling churches 
in the city and throughout the 
state. He was a man who had the 
church and the people at heart. 
The membership of his home 
church steadily increased and 
because of the _ congested 
condition he was stirred to build 
again. This building was his third 
on the site. Bishop Bailey said: 
“This is my last church building 
if the Lord Wills it so”. A fine 
brick structure 95’x52’, with a 
full basement and tilted roof, 
cost above two hundred 
thousand dollars. 


The late Founder, Bishop C. H. 
Mason, saw fit to appoint a 
Board to carry on for him in his 
declining years. Bishop J. S. 
Bailey served as a member of 
this Board, called the 
EXECUTIVE BOARD. After the 
demise of the founder, the 
National Church reverted back 
into the hands of the Board of 
Bishops, as the constitution 
provided and Bishop J. S. Bailey 
is a member of the Board of 
Bishops. At a duly called 
Constitutional Convention held 
at National Headquarters in 
Memphis, Tenn., the General 
Assembly gave a Vote of 
Confidence to the Board of 
Bishops by 1200 to 200 and 
gave the Board of Bishops 
authority to choose from among 
themselves a SEVEN MAN 
INTERIM BOARD with a 
named Presiding Chairman. 
Bishop J. S. Bailey was named 
that Chairman. In 1968, at the 
National Convocation, he was 
elected to the office of First 
Assistant, Presiding Bishop of 
the Church of God in Christ. 
God blessed him to continue on 
to greater heights. He served as a 
National Board Member. 


In July 1972, he, along with the 
State of Southwestern Michigan, 
purchased Bailey Cathedral at 
7045 Curtis; a large institutional 
type building. All together the 
State owns, Bailey Cathedral, a 
spacious parking lot in the rear., 
a church home located at 6420 
London, all valued at an 
estimated one million dollars 
(1,000,000.00). 


On December 18, 1975, God 
saw fit to take Mother Anne L. 
Bailey home to be with Him. 
This was a great loss to Bishop 
Bailey, but God who is so rich in 
mercy and goodness blessed him 
with Sister Iner Bailey who has 
certainly been a source of 
strength for him. 


Feeling the need for the City of 
Detroit to do something tangible 
in living memory of this great 
man of God, a ‘“‘change of street 
name committee’ was formed 
and during the month of 
September, 1982, they 
petitioned the Detroit City 
Council for a_ resolution, 
allowing the permanent dual 
naming of McKinley Avenue 
(bounded by West Warren and 
the Edsel Ford Freeway) to 
McKinley Avenue/Bailey Lane in 
honor of the contributions made 
by Bishop John Seth Bailey. 
This request was made in order 
to facilitate the placing of these 


accomplishments in the archives 
of the church, as they so 
rightfully deserve. On November 
24, 1982, the Detroit City 
Council, in conjunction with 
Mayor Coleman A. Young, 
unanimously gave approval for 
the addition of the sign “‘Bailey 
Lane” to the street name 
McKinley Avenue for a period of 
5 years (within the requested 
boundaries). At the expiration 
of this 5 years time period, the 
church may petition the Council 
for an extension of this 
resolution. This event gives 
recognition to Bishop Bailey for 
providing long outstanding 


MOTHER 
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through prayer; through the 
prayers of our Founding 
Father--the late Bishop C. H. 
Mason. He fought a many battles 
on his knees. The church faces 
serious problems in the 
upcoming convocation. But we 
have sought God! He proclaimed 
He has already granted us the 
Deliverance. So all we need do is 
claim it!” she expressed with 
faithful assurance. 


She said that the revelation of 
“T) Day” was first imparted to 
her during the jurisdiction’s First 
Saturday Meeting in October. 
She subsequently discussed it 
with state leaders and Mother 
Mattie McGlothen, International 
Supervisor for the Department 
of Women. ‘‘And the idea caught 
on like Wildfire’, Mother Bell 


explained as a glow of 
excitement came over her 
countenance. 


Consequently, the plea went out 
for the saints of God throughout 
the Memphis tri-state area to 
assemble at Mason Temple, the 
church’s head meeting place, at 
the appointed time. Those who 
would, and particularly, the 
mourning and cunning women 
(Jer. 9:17), were entreated to 
fast, pray, and seek God. The 
cry was for peace at the spiritual 
Jerusalem! They were asked also 
to come attired in white. White 
for the occasion was 
representative of surrender, 
apart from the usual symbol of 
purity. 


And the saints gladly rallied to 
the cause. Even before ten 
o’clock the prayer was begun. 
And the only order of business 
for the day was prayer and 
consecration. From the start, the 
saints were on fire! There was 
constant clapping, chanting, 
speaking in tongues and plain 
old praising the Lord; so much 
characteristic of the spiritual 
zeal of the church through the 
years. The prayer progressed 
without a vocal leader because 
the public address system was 
not in use. The service was void 
of music. Yet, a joyful noise was 
raised unto the Lord throughout 
the house. Some of the saints 
lamented in the aisles as to 
consecrate the already sacred 
walls of Mason Temple, in 
petitioning for the success of the 
77th Holy Convocation. They 
desired that the convention 


would achieve a gloriously high 
spiritual plain and that, above 
all, it be peaceful. No money

was received. And besides a 
medley of praying voices, the 
only other words spoken, came 
as a proclamation of faith and 
encouragement from Supervisor 
Bell. “I feel the victory!” she 
exclaimed still without the use 
of a loudspeaker. “And when 
you get deliverance, saints, you 
don’t have to do a lot of begging 
Him! I got mine!” 


About middle ways the service, 
the saints broke out wailing to 
the tune of the official COGIC 
anthem, ‘Yes Lord.” That was 
about the only musical interlude 
to occur during the service. Then 
Mother Bell sanctioned a 
congregational march through 
the narrow chancel to receive an 
anointing with holy oil. There to 
perform this ritual stood close to 
twenty elders in front of the 
pulpit. The prayer warriors were 
ushered from the platform by a 
host of missionaries including 
Sister Frances Kelly, a local t.v. 
personality and evangelist; and 
Madame Mattye Wigley, 
Vice-President of the 
International COGIC Music 
Department and President of the 
Headquarters’ Music 
Department. There were a host 
of other state officials on the 
main front, exhibiting their 
support and a combined effort. 
‘March through the prayer line 
and return to your same seats,” 
Supervisor Bell instructed. 


Mother Freddie Bell considers 
the symbols, punctuating this 
service aS much as music in a 
traditional Sunday morning 
worship, to be vital to the 
church. Such symbols included 
the anointing with oil, the red 
and white ribbons, the victory 
march. The spiritual application 
which they represent are 
considered to be important. And 
too, they provide a point of 
contact and a faith stimilant for 
receiving from God. Some of 
these observances have direct 
Biblical significance. For instance, 
the Book of James (5:14-15) 
prescribes the practice of 
anointing with oil for the healing 
of the sick. This practice and 
others such as their roots 
ingrained deep into the church’s 
history. 


They have long represented acts 
of worship for the saints in the 
Church of God in Christ and 
other pentecostal organizations. 
Points of contact were applied 
to the ministry throughout the 
Bible. 


She believes that as the world 
changes into a more refined 
society that the church may 
possibly have to undergo some 
refining of its own. 


For instance, it may have to 
become more educated and take 
a more intellectual approach in 
many cases. But the simplistic 
applications of the church will 
remain vital enhancements to 
the ministry.

Nearly everyone in attendance 
filed past the ministers to be 
blessed and stirred of the Lord. 
After the anointing was over, 
there came a sudden massive 
outbreak of shouting and 
jubilation on the platform--a sign 
given that the asking for peace 
and victory had been granted. It 
was granted through the joint 


powers of prayer, faith and 
obedience to the point of 
deliverance. 


Then came the victory march. 
Those who desired to participate 
were instructed by Mother Bell 
to be dismissed, without talking, 
when they finished. And the “D 
Day’’ prayer meeting was 
officially over. Yet some of the 
saints were still under the 
anointing and continued to labor 
in prayer one for another on the 
parking lot at the temple. 


Mother Bell later stated that 
Mother McGlothen had 
requested the saints throughout 
the brotherhood to _ pray 
beforehand. They were also 
praying in other cities while the 
“D Day” prayer was launched in 
Memphis. She declared that the 
Spirit of Deliverance was made 
manifest in those places as well. 
Mother McGlothen reported that 
the “D Day” prayer was so 
powerful in Richmond, 
California, where the later 
resides, that people stopped on 
the street. Mother Kelly also 
witnessed to a demonstration of 
God’s power in New York where 
she lives as well. 


“T) Day” was said to have been 
beneficial in many ways. It was a 
blessing to the individual: Sister 
Frances Kelly’s comments were, 
“It (“D Day”) was definitely 
called of God through Mother 
Bell. God confirmed His word. 
The people were strengthened 
and blessed. The countenances 
of God’s people have been 
lightened.” 


It was a blessing to the church: 
Mother Robinson, President of 
the Headquarters Hospitality 
Committee, stated that services 
of this type bring great victories 
to the church as a whole. 


It could have very well been a 
blessing to the nation: Mother 
Bell’s final analysis of ““D Day” 
was that it was very successful-- 
all around the country. “We 
have the victory!

For instance, let’s just take ONE 
song about which many 
Christians have been FOOLED 
BLIND by the Devil in our 
worship experience ALREADY, 
simply because of the SO 
CALLED BEAUTY of the 
song—namely, the song about “I 
Don’t Know Why He Loves Me 
So .... He Looked Beyond My 
Sins and Saw ONLY My Needs.”’ 
THAT SONG is indeed a REAL 
FOOLER in MANY 
CHRISTIANS’ worship 
experience-primarily because of 
the SO CALLED BEAUTY of 
the music in that song and 
primarily because people can be 
LULLED TO SLEEP with 
CANCER in THEIR SOULS. 
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In CLOSER REFLECTION on 
that SO CALLED religious song, 
we would soon realize that that 
SO CALLED BEAUTIFUL song 
is indeed a REAL FALLACY 
(MIND FOOLER) of the DEVIL 
due to ONE WORD which many 
Christians often sing 
ERRONEOUSLY 
(FALLACIOUSLY). 


And, that ONE WORD that 
makes it a fallacy is the ONE 
WORD which I have 
CAPITALIZED in the SO 
CALLED worship song _ just 
mentioned. For instance, I 
CAPITALIZED the word ONLY 
in that SO CALLED 
BEAUTIFUL worship song. 
Because that ONE WORD is 
what makes THAT SONG 
FALLACIOUS. Thus, with that 
ONE WORD in it, that song 
CANNOT REALLY BE called 
BEAUTIFUL AT ALL-no 
matter HOW NICE it may 
SOUND. 


So, if that ALMOST beautiful 
song is MESSED UP by JUST 
ONE WORD, it is INCUMBENT 
upon us to FIND that ONE 
WORD in order to CHANGE IT 
or THROW IT OUT OF that 
song ALTOGETHER. Because 
THAT SONG is ALMOST 
BEAUTIFUL EXCEPT FOR 
that ONE WORD. And, I choose 
to REPLACE that ONE WORD 
“ONLY” with the ONE WORD 
“ALSO,” so that ALMOST 
BEAUTIFUL song meets the 
TESTS of TRUTHFULNESS 
and SPIRITUALNESS to 
become FULLY BEAUTIFUL 
for SINGING AGAIN. And, 
THAT SONG would go like this: 
“I Don’t Know Why He Loves 
Me So... . He Looked Beyond 
My Sins And Saw ALSO My 
Needs.” 


And, THAT CHANGE of the 
ONE WORD “ONLY” TO the 


ONE WORD “ALSO” in that 


POTENTIALLY RELIGIOUS 
song can make a WHALE of a 
DIFFERENCE in the singing of 
THAT SONG. Because we know 
AT LEAST in our WORD 
TESTIMONY that OUR GOD 
does NOT OVERLOOK OUR 
SINS-PARTICULARLY IN 
JESUS CHRIST. In fact, we 
know AT LEAST in our WORD 
TESTIMONY that it was 
BECAUSE of GOD SEEING 
OUR SINS that JESUS CHRIST 
HAD to COME to us and HAD 
to DIE for us. Thus, AS 
BEAUTIFUL as that song IS 
about GOD’S LOVE, we do 
NOT want to MESS UP THAT 
SONG ANY LONGER by means 
of SINGING ‘“‘ONLY” when we 
should be singing ‘“‘ALSO.”’ 


Now, as we come to the END of 
this consideration, we GRANT 
that we have NOT covered 
EVERY AREA in which one 
might need some help on 
CHANGE and ANOTHER WAY. 
And, we would EVEN GRANT 
that the TWO ISSUES to which 
it was applied MIGHT NOT have 
been the MOST RELEVANT 
ISSUES. But, a COMPLETE 
MESSAGE does NOT 
NECESSARILY mean to cover 
EVERY CONCEIVABLE or 
EVERY RELEVANT AREA. 
Rather, it was HOPED that 
readers would CAPTURE THE 
PRINCIPLE of CHANGE and a 
NEW WAY, and then would 
relate that principle 
THEMSELVES to ANY OTHER 
AREA where it is SORELY 
NEEDED.
